THE  GREAT  SOLAR  ECLIPSE  IN  1875. 

On  the  29th  day  of  September,  1S75,  there  will  occur  a  solar  eclipse,  which  will  be  annular 
in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  central  in  part  of  Vermont,  New  Hampshire,  Maine  and  Nova 
Sootia.  In  Boston  the  sun  will  rise  about  twenty-live  minutes  before  the  ring  forms,  and  the 
eclipse  will  end  about  half  past  seven.  This  will  be  the  last  central  eclipse  in  any  part  of  New 
England  or  the  Middle  States,  during  the  remainder  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Indeed,  in 
the  course  of  the  next  forty-five  years  there  will  be  but  eight  eclipses  of  the  sun,  in  which  the 
observation  will  exceed  six  digits,  viz: — 

1860,  July  18— (Probably)  total  in  Oregon. 

1&65,  Oct.  19 — Annular  and  central  in  North  and  South  Carolina. 

1869,  Aug.  7 — Total  and  central  in  Virginia. 

1875,  Sept.  29 — Annular  and  central  in  New  England.' 

1878,  July  29 — (Probably)  total  in  Texas,  Louisiana  and  Cuba. 

1885,  March  16 — (Probably)  annular  in  Oregon  and  California. 

1892,  Oct.  29 — (Probably)  annular  in  East  Canada  and  Labrador. 

1900,  May  20— Total  and  central  in  Virginia. 

Venus  will  be  Morning  Star  until  July  19th.  then  Evening  Star  until  May  10th,  1857. 

Mars  will  be  Morning  Star  until  April  1st,  then  Evening  Star  until  June  7th,  1857. 

Jupiter  will  be  Evening  Star  until  March  5th,  then  Morning  Star  until  Sept.  26th,  then 
Evening  Star  until  April  11th,  1857. 

Saturn  will  be  Evening  Star  until  June  24th,  then  Morning  Star  until  Dec.  31st,  then 
Evening  Star  until  July  10th,  1857. 

ECLIPSES  FOR  1856. 

There  will  be  two  eclipses  of  the  Sun,  and  two  of  the  Moon  this  year,  the  latter  visible. 

I.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  April  5th,  invisible. 

II.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  April  20,  visible  early  in  the  morning.  Magnitude, 
8.544  digits  on  the  northern  limb. 

III.  An  annular  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Sept.  28th,  invisible. 

IV.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  October  13th,  in  the  evening,  visible.  Magnitude 
11.976  digits  on  the  southern  limb.  Note. — The  beginning  of  the  last  eclipse  will  not  be 
visible  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Moon  will  rise  with  the  eclipse  upon  it,  at  about  5  o'clock 
15  m.,  being  eclipsed  about  3|  digits  at  that  time.

On  1,062  steamers  inspected  the  past  year,  including  those  of  California,  there  have  been 
accidents  involving  the  loss,  on  only  twenty-seven  boats. 

On  the  Mississippi  and  its  tributaries  there  have  been  but  thirty-three  passengers  who  have 
lost  their  lives. 

In  the  fifth  supervising  district,  which  includes  the  Arkansas,  and  all  other  waters  of  the 
Mississippi  except  the  Ohio,  up  to  the  Lower  Rapids,  there  has  been  a  loss  of  forty-two  inspected 
steamers,  principally  snagged  or  sunk  by  rocks,  involving  more  than  $950,000  worth  of 
property.  On  the  104  boats,  carrying  1,046,249  passengers,  there  was  no  cabin  and  but  five 
deck  passengers  lost.  The  loss  of  crew  has  been,  by  collision,  4 ;  steam,  2 ;  drowning,  2  ; 
breaking  of  spar,  5 — making  only  18  lives  lost  in  the  district.

— Because  he  plunges  into  difficulties  and  gets  in 
arrear. 
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Interesting  Physical  Facts  about  the  Human  Body. 

There  are  two  hundred  and  eight  bones  in  the  human  body,  exclusive  of  the  teeth.  These 
bones  are  composed  of  animal  and  earthy  materials,  the  former  predominating  in  youth,  and 
the  latter  in  old  age,  rendering  the  bones  brittle.  The  most  important  is  the  spine,  which  is 
composed  of  twenty-four  small  bones  called  the  vertebras,  one  on  top  of  the  other,  curiously 
hooked  together,  and  fastened  by  elastic  ligaments,  forming  a  pillar,  so  to  speak,  by  which  the 
human  frame  is  supported. 

The  bones  are  moved  by  the  muscles,  of  which  there  are  more  than  five  hundred.  The  red 
meat  of  beef,  the  fat  being  excluded,  is  the  muscular  fabric  of  the  ox.  There  are  two  acts  of 
muscles,  one  to  draw  the  bone  one  way,  and  another  to  draw  it  back  again.  We  cannot  bet- 
ter describe  the  muscles  than  by  comparing  them  to  line  elastic  threads,  bound  up  in  their 
cases  of  skin.  Many  muscles  terminate  in  tendons,  which  are  stout  cords,  such  as  may  be  ^een. 
traversing  the  back  of  the  hand,  just  within  the  skin,  and  which  can  be  observed  to  move 
when  the  hand  is  opened  or  shut.  Every  motion  we  make,  even  the  involuntary  one  of  breath- 
ing, is  performed  through  the.  agency  of  the  muscles. 

In  adults  there  is  about  fifteen  quarts  of  blood,  each  quart  weighing  about  two  pounds. 
This  blood  is  of  two  kinds,  the  arterial  and  veinous.  The  first  is  the  pure  blood,  as  it  leaves 
the  heart  to  nourish  the  frame,  and  is  of  a  bright  vermilion  color.  The  last  is  the  blood  as  it 
returns  to  the  heart,  loaded  with  the  impurities  of  the  body,  to  be  there  refined,  and  is  of  a  pur- 
ple hue.  Every  pulsation  of  the  heart  sends  out  about  two  ounces  of  arterial  blood,  and  as 
there  are  from  seventy  to  eighty  beats  in  the  minute,  a  hogshead  of  blood  passses  through  the 
heart  every  hour.  In  fevers  the  pulsations  are  accelerated ;  the  waste  of  the  body  goes  on 
faster  than  it  can  be  recuperated ;  and  consequently  death  ensues  if  the  fever  be  not  checked. 

The  stomach  is  the  boiler,  if  we  may  use  such  a  figure,  which  drives  the  human  engine. 
Two  sets  of  muscles,  crossing  each  other  transversely,  turn  the  food  over  and  over,  churning 
it  up  in  the  gastric  juice  till  it  has  been  reduced  to  the  consistency  of  thin  paste.  This  process 
requires  from  two  to  four  hours.  Emerging  from  the  stomach,  the  food  enters  the  small  intest- 
ines, where  it  is  mixed  with  bile  and  the  pancreatic  juice,  and  converted  into  chyle.  These 
small  intestines  are  twenty-four  feet  long,  closely  packed,  of  course,  and  surrounded  through 
their  whole  length  with  small  tubes,  which  act  like  suckers,  and  drawing  off  the  chyle,  empty 
it  into  a  longer  tube,  named  the  thoracic  duct,  which  runs  up  the  back,  and  discharges  its 
contents  into  the  jugular  vein,  whence  it  passes  into  the  heart,  to  assist  in  forming  arterial 
blood. 

The  lungs  are  two  bags,  connected  with  the  open  air  by  the  windpipe,  which  branches  into 
innumerable  small  tubes,  all  over  the  inside  of  the  lungs,  each  tube  terminating  in  a  minute 
air-cell.  The  other  surface  of  these  air  cells  is  full  of  capillaries,  or  infinitely  small  veins,  a 
thin  membrane  only  dividing  the  air  from  the  blood.  The  impure  portion  of  veinous  blood  is 
carbonic  acid,  which  having  a  stronger  affinity  for  air  than  for  blood,  passes  through  this  thin 
membrane,  in  a  gaseous  state,  combines  with  the  air  in  the  air-cells,  and  is  expelled  with  the 
next  respiration.  Meantime  the  oxygen  of  the  air  unites  with  the  blood  and  becomes  puri- 
fied, then  passing  into  the  heart,  being  mixed  with  chyle,  it  is  forced  through  the  body  as  life- 
giving  and  arterial  blood. 

The  skin  serves  an  important  purpose  in  carrying  off  impurities  from  the  human  system.  It 
is  traversed  with  capillaries,  which  contain  more  blood,  in  the  aggregate,  than  all  other  capil- 
laries of  the  body.  It  is  also  perforated  with  countless  perspiration  tubes,  the  united  length 
of  which  amount  to  twenty-eight  miles,  and  which  drain  away  from  three  to  four  pounds  of 
waste  matter  every  twenty -four  hours,  or  five-eighths  of  all  the  body  discharges. 

The  nerves  are  another  curious  feature  of  the  animal  economy.  They  are,  however,  but  lit- 
tle understood.  They  act  as  feelers  to  tell  the  wants  of  the  body  and  also  as  conductors  to 
will  the  muscles  to  act.  They  branch  out  from  the  brain  and  spine,  over  the  whole  frame,  in 
infinitely  fine  fibers,  like  the  branches  and  twigs  of  a  tree. 

Kindness. — Would  it  not  please  you  to  pick  up  a  string  of  pearls,  drops  of  gold,  diamonds, 
and  precious  stones,  as  you  pass  along  the  street?  It  would  make  you  feel  happy  for  a  month 
to  come.  Such  happiness  you  can  give  to  others.  How,  do  you  ask  ?  By  dropping  sweet 
words,  kind  remarks,  and  pleasant  smiles,  as  you  pass  along.  These  are  true  pearls  and  pre- 
cious stones,  which  can  never  be  lost ;  of  which  none  can  deprive  you.  Speak  to  that  orphan 
child ;  see  the  diamonds  drop  from  her  cheeks. — Take  the  hand  of  that  friendless  boy  ;  bright 
pearls  flash  in  his  eyes.  Smile  on  the  sad  and  dejected;  a  joy  diffuses  his  cheek  more  brilliant 
than  the  most  precious  stones.  By  the  wayside,  mid  the  city's  din,  and  at  the  fireside  of  the 
poor,  drop  words  and  smiles  to  cheer  and  bless.  You  will  feel  happier  when  resting  upon  your 
pillow  at  the  close  of  the  day,  than  if  you  had  picked  a  score  of  perishing  diamonds.  The 
latter  fade  and  crumble  in  time ;  the  former  grow  brighter  with  age,  and  produce  happy  reflec- 
tions forever.

The  cashier  of  a  Nantucket  bank,  with  a  mixed  suit  on,  takes  care  of  the  hor- 
ses for  a  line  of  coaches  belonging  to  the  California  Stage  Co.,  while  the  President  of  that  very 
company,  five  years  ago,  drove  a  coach  between  the  American  House,  Boston,  and  the  different 
rail-road  stations  in  the  city.  A  distinguished  mathematician  describes  triangles  and  practices 
the  curves  of  trigonometry  among  the  rubbish  in  Washington  Square,  Stockton  street,  to  find 
a  potato  that  he  may  live  another  afternoon  without  letting  his  approximation  to  the  starv- 
ing point  be  known  among  his  better  dressed  acquaintances.  An  opera  singer  can  be  seen 
daily  sticking  bills  for  the  theater. 

Do  the  successful  who  are  engaged  in  the  swift  race  of  life,  ever  think  of  its  wonderful  mu- 
tations ?

The  Market  Value  of    Gold  and  Silver. 

It  is  a  fact  that  every  large  quantity  of  the  precious  metals  which  has  been  added  to  the 
currency  of  the  different  nations  from  time  to  time  has  reduced  their  market  value  ;  and  it  is 
very  evident  that  the  mines  of  California  will  have  the  ell'ect  to  lesson  the  market  value  of 
gold  throughout  the  world.

that,  according  to  the  market  value  of  silver  and  gold,  the  former  is  bringing  a  premium  of  two 

and  three  per  cent,  and  is  growing  more  scarce,  while  the  latter  is  all  the  while  growing  more 

plenty,  and  its  market  value,  in  proportion  to  its  increase,  becoming  proportionably  less. 

Gold  and  silver,  like  other  commodities,  have  a  market  value  aside  from  that  affixed  by  the 
mint ;  and  where  the  market  value  is  higher  than  its  legal  value  they  will  become  scarce. 
This  writer  recommends  that  Government  affix  no  legal  prices  to  coins,  for  the  reason  that  the 
market  price  will  always  be  in  accordance  with  the  real  value. 

The  gold  mines  of  the  Old  and  Xew  world,  produce  about  one  hundred  per  cent,  more  than 
the  silver  mines  at  the  present  time  ;  and  if  this  difference  continues,  a  great  change  will  take 
place  in  the  relative  value  of  the  two  metals.  "We  perceive  that  silver  brings  a  premium  in 
our  city  of  five  percent,  and  that  great  inconvenience  is  felt  by  many  of  our  business  men  in 
consequence.  In  England,  Holland,  the  German  States,  France  and  Havana,  the  demand  for 
silver  is  very  great.  Many  causes  have  contributed  to  this  aside  from  the  great  supplies  of 
gold  that  have  come  to  us,  prominent  among  which,  we  believe,  the  foolish  habit  of  presenting 
every  successful  sea  captain  and  every  retiring  office  holder  with  a  set  of  silver  plate,  has  con- 
tributed in  no  small  degree. 

Perhaps  the  value  affixed  by  Congress  will  require  a  change  in  few  years ;  but  the  market 
value  of  the  whole  world  will  be  the  test  then  as  now.  The  legal  value  of  coins  cannot  suffer 
long  at  any  one  time  from  the  market  value. 

How  to  Educate  a  Max  of  Business.— In  the  education  of  a  smart  man,  it  must  never 
be  forgotten  that  his  future  life  will  be  a  life  of  action,  and  not  of  study.  Great  care  must, 
therefore,  be  taken  that  the  health  be  not  impaired  in  a  strife  for  useless  honors,  that  the  feel- 
ings be  not  suffered  to  grow  over  sensitive  in  recluse  contemplation,  nor  the  mind  lose  its 
spring  and  electricity  under  a  load  of  cumbersome  and  unpractical  learning.  It  has  been  said 
that  at  least  one-fourth  of  the  students  of  colleges  leave  them  with  impaired  health ;  full  one- 
half  are  too  sensitive  to  bear  the  rude  jostlings  of  the  world ;  and,  perhaps,  two-thirds  of  the 
balance  have  some  defect  that  would  seriously  mar  their  happiness  and  usefulness.  A  collegi- 
ate education  cannot  be  recommended,  and  if  attainable,  is  not  desirable.  A  counting  house 
is  the  business  man's  college.  When  the  youth  has  finished  his  course  of  preparatory  educa- 
tion, at  a  school  or  private  seminary  under  the  charge  of  an  instructor,  who  teaches  as  much 
by  conversation  as  by  a  prescribed  course,  he  should  go  into  a  counting  house,  that  he  will 
learn  order,  method,  obedience,  and  acquire  a  knowledge  of  life  and  the  business  of  life.  It  is 
that  he  will  learn  the  value  of  time  and  the  value  of  money,  two  very  important  things  to 
know.  Whatever  of  conceit  he  may  have  brought  from  the  village  acadenry  is  soon  rubbed 
out  of  him.  He  learns  to  obey,  to  submit  and  to  be  patient — to  endure  reproof  without  anger, 
and  to  bear  contradictions  with  good  humor.  He  is  obliged  to  keep  his  wits  about  him.  decide 
quickly,  to  have  accurate  eyes,  and  truthful  ears,  and  to  learn  that  there  are  just  sixty  minutes 
in  an  hour.  A  counting  house  education  wiD  be  of  advantage  to  every  man,  whatever  his  fu- 
ture education  may  be.  A  moral  education  need  not  be  dwelt  upon.  This  is  especially  a  work 
of  self-cultivation.  No  one's  principles  can  be  called  temptation  proof  but  those  which  are 
the  result  of  logical  conviction,  and  for  which  repeated  sacrifices  have  been  made.  As  ability 
to  communicate  varied  and  practical  knowledge  by  conversation  is  a  qualification  that  especially 
fits  man  to  be  a  teacher,  it  should  not  be  overlooked  in  the  selection  of  one.

Meciiaxism  of  the  Heart. — On  reviewing  the  mechanism  of  the  heart,  every  reflecting 
mind  must  be  struck  with  the  admirable  adaptation  and  suitableness  of  its  several  parts,  and 
also  the  harmony  of  its  operations.

Who  could  suppose  that 
an  apparatus  so  complex,  so  easily  deranged,  and  which  is  thrown  into  action  cousiderably 
more  than  a  hundred  thousand  times  a  day,  should  yet  continue  unimpaired  for  fifty,  eighty  or 
a  hundred  years?  How  insignificant  and  imperfect  must  appear  the  most  admirable  mechan- 
ism constructed  by  man,  when  compared  to  this  ?  What  piece  of  mechanism  exerting  so 
much  power  could  bear  such  velocity  for  one  year  ?  Yet  so  perfect  is  the  apparatus,  and  so 
well  fitted  are  all  its  parts,  that  its  rapid  motions  never,  during  health,  disturb  even  the  tender 
babe,  in  whose  breast  it  beats  perhaps  a  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  times  a  day. 

The  greatest  depth  of  the  ocean  yet  found  and  measured,  is  little  over  seven  miles. 
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the  production  of  man. 

Man  begins  life  as  a  simple  vesicle.  This  vesicle  adds  brood  after  brood  of  vesicles  to  its 
progeny,  enlarging  the  constituted  mass  thereby.  In  the  mean  time  the  vesicles  get  variously 
modified  and  arranged,  and  organ  after  organ  is  successively  planned  and  framed.  Within 
three  or  four  weeks  of  the  first  division  of  the  germ-vesicle,  the  foundations  of  the  eyes,  the 
limbs,  and  the  spinal  cord  are  laid ;  but  the  general  outline  of  the  structure  is  only  that  of  a 
lowly  worm.  If,  at  that  time,  the  creature  were  separated  from  the  fostering  frame  of  the 
parent,  and  could  maintain  independent  life,  it  would  be  nothing  more  than  a  worm,  however 
much  it  might  grow.  In  two  more  weeks,  however,  such  separation  not  taking  place,  traces 
of  forming  bone  present  themselves ;  a  face  is  sketched  out,  and  fingers  may  be  traced.  In 
two  more  weeks,  a  forehead,  lungs  and  ribs  have  been  added.  In  another  month,  there  is  a 
rudimentary  brain,  and  a  two-sided  heart.  In  two  more  months,  the  nails  and  the  teeth  bud; 
and  in  four  beyond  this,  every  organ  comprised  in  the  scheme  that  is  necessary  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  aims  of  human  life.  Then  the  growth  of  development  ceases ;  and  from  that 
time  the  growth  of  augmenting  size  alone  goes  on.

The  shipping  of  the  world  is  estimated  at  145,500  vessels,  and  the  aggregate  tonnage  at 
15,500,000.  At  $50  per  ton,  the  shipping  of  the  world  is  worth  the  enormous  amount  of 
$775,000,000;  of  this,  fifteen  and  a  half  millions  of  tonnage,  more  than  ten  and  a  half  millions 
belong  to  the  Anglo-Saxon  race. 

The  Sandwich  Islands. — The  Sandwich  Islands  lie  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  in  a  line  nearly 
direct  between  San  Francisco  and  Hong  Kong,  in  China,  and  are  2100  miles  distant  from  San 
Francisco.  The  ordinary  sailing  time  from  the  latter  port  is  about  fourteen  days.  They  are 
in  about  the  same  latitude  as  Cuba,  and  enjoy  one  of  the  most  healthful  and  balmy  climates  in 
the  world.  The  Islands  are  seven  in  number,  with  an  area  of  about  6000  square  miles,  and  a 
population  of  about  60,000  natives;  in  addition  to  whom  there  is  a  considerable,  and,  from 
their  superior  intelligence  and  energy,  a  controlling  class  of  foreign  residents,  who,  though 
numerically  inferior  to  the  native  classes,  and  not  by  any  means  united  among  themselves, 
influence  the  whole  public  policy  of  the  kingdom. 

In  these  islands,  of  which,  after  their  first  discovery,  poets  raved  as  a  newly  discovered 
paradise,  where  the  most  beautiful  and  gentle  of  races  basked  in  a  perpetual  spring — "through 
a  whole  year  of  flowers,"  sterner  races  have  set  up  a  sharper  dominion,  changing  the  face  of 
the  county  and  ploughing  up  the  sea  for  gain ;  building  great  warehouses,  temples  of  Mam- 
mon ;  have  turned  the  paradise  into  a  workshop.

The  Air  we  BREATHE. — A  full-grown  man  spoils  more  than  a  gallon  of  air  every  minute 
by  respiration.     This  amounts  to  250  cubic  feet,  or  nearly  53  buahel  pack-fiils  in  21  ho 

a  man  could  be  made  to  breathe  for  24  hours  in  a  room  seven  feet  square  all  ways,  which  was 
so  completely  closed  up  every  where  that  no  change  of  air  could  take  place,  the  entire  quantity 
of  air  would,  at  the  end  of  the  24  hours,  have  been  changed  into  the  condition  of  air  just  ex- 
pelled from  the  lungs.  That  is,  it  would  have  in  it  100  parts  of  carbonic  acid  and  300  parts 
of  oxygen  to  the  two  thousand,  instead  of  one  part  carbonic  acid  and  400  parts  of  oxygen  to 
the  two  thousand,  which  is  the  case  with  pure  air.  It  would  also  be  laden  with  tin- 
putrefying  exhalation  of  the  breath.  Human  beings  cannot  continue  to  breathe  air  that  con- 
tains only  300  parts  of  oxygen,  and  that  has  100  parts  of  carbonic  to  the  two  thousand,  be- 
sides being  loaded  with  putrefying  exhalations.  On  this  account,  a  man  could  not  live  for  24 
hours  shut  up  completely  in  a  room  seven  feet  square  all  ways.  He  would  die  long  before  that 
time  poisoned  by  the  products  of  his  own  breath. 

To  Prevent  Bloomers. — The  patent  petticoat  lifter  is  a  great  center  of  attraction  at  the 
Crystal  Palace.  It  is  thus  described :  There  are  four  small  pullej-s  attached  to  the  waist,  un- 
derneath the  dress,  over  which  are  rove  small  cord,  one  end  of  which  is  attached,  with  diaper 
vcrally  to  the  front,  rear,  and  sides  of  the  skirt,  at  about  the  hight  of  the  knee.  The 
other  ends  terminate  in  loops,  which  are  led  into  the  pockets  on  either  side.  If  a  lady  wishes 
to  go  up-stairs  she  pulls  loop  No.  1  in  the  right  pocket,  and  instantly  the  dress  rises  in  front,  so 
that  the  ascent  is  made  with  perfect  grace.  No.  2  in  the  left  hand  pocket  elevates  the  rear  in 
the  same  manner,  and  all  pulled  at  once  elevates  the  skirt  knee  high  1 

Gas  was  first  introduced  into  the  city  of  San  Francisco  on  the  11th  of  Feb.  1354.  Eighty- 
four  street  lamps  were  lighted  on  the  same  evening. 

The  aggregate  circulation  of  all  the  newspapers  in  London,  is  12,616,  of  which  the  Times 
itself  has  45,000.

The  Ancien't  Britons. — The  population  of  Britain  at  the  period  of  the  Roman  invasion 
has  been  estimated  at  760,000.  Their  habitations  consisted  of  a  foundation  of  stone  with  a 
superstructure  of  timber  and  reeds;  over  which  was  thrown  a  conical  roof,  pierced  in  the  cen- 
ter for  the  two-fold  purpose  of  admitting  the  light,  and  discharging  the  smoke.  In  husbandry, 
they  had  discovered  the  use  of  marl  as  a  manure,  and  they  raised  more  grain  than  was  neces- 
sary for  their  own  consumption.  They  had  learned  the  art  of  making  linen;  of  dying  wool, 
yarn  and  cloth  different  colors,  and  of  bleaching  and  washing.  With  the  use  of  tin,  lead  and 
copper,  they  were  acquainted.  Of  iron,  they  knew  little ;  nor  does  it  appear  Caesar  found 
gold  and  silver  among  them.  They  had  a  rude  kind  of  money,  consisting  of  brass,  or  rings 
and  plates  of  iron  of  a  determinate  weight.
